H E faid Ignatius Gould has been a Trading Merchant theſe Forty Years paſt, and was 
looked upon to be one of the moſt confiderable Dealersin the Ciry of Cork, and the Mer- 
chant who Contributed moſt there, by his Importations and Exportcations, to increaſe the 

King's Cuſtoms and enrich that City. | 

In the Year 1690, the ſaid Jpnatins Gould baving a Wife and ſeven Daughters, thought himſelf ob- 
liged in Juſtice to them ( notwithſtanding his being Old and troubled with a Palfie and other Di- 
ſtempers) to go into Fraxce, in urder to adjuſt his Accomprs and recover his Debts, which by reaſon 
_ vs heavy Taxes and want of Trade in that Kingdom '( being then War time ) became almoſt 

eſperate. 

After having ſettled his Aﬀairs the beſt he could in France, he reſolved to return to Cork, and fol- 
low his Voc:tion there,as far forth as his Age and great Infirmities would permitit ; thereupon ho ob- 
tained a Licence ( ready to be produced ) from Her late Majeſty, of ever Bleſſed Memory, and begun 
his Journey for Ireland, but (to his great Surprize ) he had an Account upon the Road, that be was 
Qur law'd for High-Trealon by ſome Perſons, who, taking advantage of his Abſence, Stript him and 
his Numerous, Helpleſs Family, of all the Fruits of his honeſt Induftry and great Labour. 

The Earl of Barrimore, the Lord Biſhop of Cork, and orher the ſaid Gould's Proteſtant Neighbours, 
borh Clergy and Laity, underſtanding this Matter, and knowing the ſaid Gould's Innocence and peace- 
able Brhaviour fince the Revolution, and gratefully mindful of his good Offices rowards them whilſt 
he lived in Cork, and particularly in the late Reign, were pleaſed ro ſend bim the following Certifi- 
care ( thinking it might be of uſe to procure him Relief, and Facilirate his coming 1o live among 
them again) 1;. | 

| We the un lernamed Perſons, do hereby Certify, That we have been for a long tinie acquainted with 
Mr. Ipnatius Gould, Merchant, Indhbitant of this City of Cork,and rkat we have always known him to be 
{ and was by all others we knew ) efteem'd a very honeſt, fair Dealer, arid a Perſon of great Trade 
in this place, and in Eminent Eſteem with all his Correſpondents and Friends, abroad and ar home, 
and particulatly amongſt the Proteſtants of theſe Parts. And we do further Certify, That the ſaid 
Mr. Gould has been in no Employment, either Civil or Military, ever fince King #:5am and Queen- 
Mary's Accefſi-n to the Crown ; and that be did in the late King Fames's time, behave himſelf v 
Obligingly to the Proteſtants of this City, and effectually ſerved ſeveral of them : In Teftimony 
the Truth hercct, we have hereumo Subſcribed our Hands, this 22d, Day of December, 1691.
